No apprehension is felt here. The coasts 
are well patroled and the various reserve

While nothing could be learned at the 
war office as to the whereabouts of Ad- 
miral Togo’s squadron, the officials in- 
timated that the Japanese admiral prob- 
ably knew of the Russian cruiser’s depart- 


ure long before the newspaper men. 

It is said that if Rojestvensky hopes to 
draw off some of Togo’s cruisers he will 
probably succeéd, as the Jap commandcr 
has an abundance of these swift craft and 
will welcome the chance for a scrimmage.

I was at that postoffice only yesterday.”’ 

“Yeas,"’ continued the conductor, “and I 
thought it worth while to come and tell you 
that a ‘man has just got on at a way staticn 
back there and has paid me his fare to 
East St. Louts, amounting to $1.%, in pen- 
niés. Perhops he knows something about 
the robbery.”’ 

At th® next station Postoffice Inspector 
Moore telegraphed to the police authorities 
at Collinsville, Ill, to meet the train and 
place under arrest on suspicion the man 
who would be identified by the train con- 
ductor. Thisi was done and the insepctor 
accompanied the police and their prisoner 
to the station. 

The prisoner gave his name as William 
French. On his person were found a num- 
ber of money orders which Postoffice In- 
spector Moore identified as having been 
among those which he had checked over in 
the Mulberry Grove postoffice the preced- 
ing day; a quantity of «etamps, several 
watches and chains, which are gaid to 
have been taken from the store in which 
the postoffice was located, skeleton keys, 
a dark lantern, a number of razors and a 
revolver.

Mr. Alexander in payment of Mr. Alex- 
anders’ share in the profits of the syndicate 
which had been. selling securities to the 
Equitable. The total was $61,446.92, or the 
exact sum which Mr. Hyde had restored te 
the company. 

A few hours after Mr. Hyde made public 

18 letter, Mr. Alexander had given out a 

tter, also written ‘Monday, to Chairman 
Frick of the Equitable investigation com- 
mittee. In it Mr. Alexander had said: “I 
deny that I have ever’ knowingly partici- 
pated in the profits of any syndicate formed 
for the purpose of underwriting bonds or 
securities of which the societv was to be- 
come a purchaser. Mr. Hyde's statement 
to the contrary is incorrect. 

“T do not know who composed the syn- 
dicate which Mr. Hyde describes as 
‘James H. Hyde and associates.” The rec- 
ords of thia so-called syndicate are all in 
the possession of Mr. Hyde. I have been 
denied acc to- them, despite repeated 
requests for the facts which they contain.

PANAMA SYSTEM

Magnates of Big Railroad/Systems 
Fearful of Action of Secretary 
of War Which Will Benefit 
Others, but Will Injure Them. 


By Special Wire From Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The biggest 
problem on the minds of the owners of the 
giant transcontinental railroad Mnes today 
is Secretary of War William H. Taft. 

That he is such a problem is due to the 
activity and the evident determination he 
has shown in connection with his reform 
management of the Panama railroad, the 
property recently acquired by the United 
States government, from the private cor- 
poration which had been mismanaging it. 

The manipulation of this little railroad, 
but 46 miles in length, yet with one excep- 
tion the only one on the North American 
continent to extend from coast to coast, 
has been the means of turning thousands 
upon thousands of dollars of business an- 
nually to the big Hill and Harriman trans- 
continental railway systems. 


Make Rates Exorbitant. 


The process was a simple one. It ¢on- 
sisted of making the rates over the Panama 
road so exorbitant that shippers could bet- 
ter afford to send their stuff across the con- 
tinent—and even around Cape Horn some- 
timnes—than to ship ft over the Isthmus 
route. 

An example of the “gouge’’ of the pres- 
ent system is shown in the handling of 
coal. A quality of coal worth §5 a ton on 
shipboard at the harbor at the east end 
of the railroad is worth twice that unt 
half a dozen miles inland as a result of 
the exorbitant charges by the railroads and 
docks. 

Secretary Taft has indicated his intention 
of installing a fair rate of tariff on the 
government eteamship and _ railroad lines 
and of giving businesslike and economical 
management. It is his very evident inten- 
tion to make good his promises, after an 
investigation, that is worrying the railroad 
magnates. 

It is the intention) of the secretary, 
is the real head of the railway and trans- 
portation lines, to reduce the rates for haul- 
ing stuff over the road, lower the port 
charges, double-track the line and in as 
many ways as possible anticipate the use 
of the canal. 

He has stated that more steamships will ; 
be built between the isthmus and New York 
and the isthmus and San Francisco, and 
that it is quite probable that a line will be 
run to New Orleans to accommodate the, 
Mississippi Valley bueiness. 

The action is bound to divert much of the 
business that now makes the long land haul 
across the continent, through the canal 
zone, to the loss of the tranecontinental 
railways. As a result it ig not hard to ac- 
count for the present endeavor of the rail-. 
way systems to prove the unconstitutional- 
ity of the government's action in operat- 
ing a business in vpposition to a private 
enterprise.

Fell or Jumped From Lower 
Deck of Steamer Stacker Lee 
Into the Mississippi. 


TOOK PASSAGE ON APRIL 4 
UNDER NAME EMIL DURANT

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No Motive for Ending Life Known, 
and No Trace of $800 or $1000 
He Is Believed to Have Carried 
With Him. 


Evidence discovered Tuesday afternoon 
by Wm. Surbled, Jr., forces him to the be- 
lief that his father, Wm. Surbled, Sr., 7 
years old, disappeared from his home; 2910 
aLclede avefiue, the afternoon of April 4, 
is dead. 

He expects that his body, if it is ever 
found, will be taken from the Mississippi 
river between Widow Northrup’s place, a 
landing fifteen, miles below St. Louis, and 
Ste. Genevieve, 3 miles further down- 
stream. : 

He has become convinced that his father. 
on the night of his disappearance, either 
fell from or jumped from the lower deck of 
the steamer Stacker Lee between those two 
points. 

It has been estabMshed positively that 
Mr. Surbled took passage on the 
steamer Stacker Lee at 8t. Louis 
the afternoon of April 4, registering 
under the name of Emile Durant; -that he 
was been on board the boat about the time 
the boat left Widow Northrup’s placé, 
about 8 o'clock; and that he was not seen 
afterward. His cane, of dark, knotted 
wood with a bent handle, has been found 
in the stateroom which he occupied, ‘and 
one man who knew him and others who 
recognized the description and pictures of 
him have post‘ively identified the passen- 
ger, Durant, as the missing man, Surbied. 

No motive for suicide has been discov- 
ered, and no trace of a sum of money, be- 
tween $800 and $1000, which it is believed he 
had, has been found. Those who saw him 
on the boat say he was nervous, but 
rational.

Crow Indian Wants Author of 


“Frenzied Finance” as Partner 
in Rich Mine. 


NO LIMIT TO THE GOLD. 


Even Rockefeller Will Be Envious 
of the Wealth of the Doughty 
Thomas W. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., April  22.—A Crow In- 
dian, with “Frenzied Finance’ Lawson as 
a backer and partner,.is about to become 
a Monte Cristo, whose wealth will eclipse 
that of the Mexican peon, Pedro Alvarado, 
whose silver mine.pa@ys him $1,000,000 a 
week. The. Indian's treasure house is 
lined with gold, and if the future bears out 
the present indications, this lowly Crow 
Indian will become the world's richest 
man. 

Thomas W. Lawson, Boston's millionaire, 
expects to get possession of what promises 
to be the richest gold mine in the world. 
The exact location of the mine, which ‘is 
reported upon good authority to be of :fab- 
ulous wealth, is a secret in the possession 
of Benjamin MolIntosh, a Crow Indian, 
who is in Denver to meet a representative 
of Lawson's for the purpose of closing a 
deal whereby the mine is to be turned 
over to the Boston financier. 

While MoIntosh refuses to divulge the 
exact locality of the mine, he gays it is 
in the vicinity of the old Crow Indian 
encampment on Rock oreek, five miles 
north of Kimball, Wyo. 

“Tt is an isolated spot, you can bet, 
and it cannot be found unless I take you 
to the place,’ said McIntosh. 

‘‘An idea of the isolation can be gath- 
ered when I tell you it is 158 miles from 
Opel, the nearest railroad etation on the 
Oregon Short line.” 


A Gigantic Vein. 

McIntosh is guarding the secret as close- 
ly as possible. Inadvertantly he Baid this 
morning, however, that the mine consists 
of a great vein, runni! from Rock creek, 
five miles north to Little Gramont, where 
if intersects the main body, which is a 
vast blowout. It then runs south two and 
one-half miles. The north end it at, Twin 
creek. This immense deposit of gold is 
ca a mountain 10,84 feet high, and the 
mine MolIntosh speaks of is half way up 
the slope. 

Iver since he was old enough to walk 
McIntosh says he nas known of the mine. 
The Indians at that time were in the 
habit of getting all ‘le yellow metal they 
desired. McIntosh helped himself to all 
he needed, but the idea of selling the mine 
never occurred to him until recently. Ac- 
cording to his story, about six weeks ago 
he dug a pit at the north end of the de- 
posit. “I got a depth of eight feet in a 
day and a half I took out gold worth 
$670, according to the bank scales at Idaho 
Falls.”’ enthusiastically said McIntosh. 
It was this mammoth find that deter- 
mined McIntosh that he would dispote of 
the mine. A few days later he tried an- 
other shot. He picked up considerable 
free gold, which he expressed to Thomas 
W. Lawson of frenzi finance fame at 
Boston. with details about the manner in 
which he scred it. Mr. Lawson imme- 
diately wrote to him that his representa- 
tive would meet him in this city. Mc- 
Intosh is awaiting Lawson's representa- 
tive. He says he ts the adopted son of 
a Crow Indian. 84 years old. Through the 
death of all the Indions who knew of the 
secret deposit, he has become the sole own- 
er. He says that there is between 4 and 

feet of snow in the mountains at the 
present time, and the only way to reach 
the mine is by snowshoes. He declares 
he ts not exaggerating the value of the 
aeposit, and will defray all the expenses of 
Mr. Lawson's’ representative to the mine 
to prove that he is telling the truth. Be- 
fore leaving’ the mine’ Mcintosh placed 17 
men at work.

UNE WIDOW OF Tht 
REVOLUTION LIVING 


Esther Sumner Damon, Now More 
Than 90 Years of Age, Last 
Living Wife of Hero of °76. 


Special to ¢he Post-Dispatch. 

PLYMOUTH UNION, Vt., April 4. A 
half day's journey from the railroad lives 
the last widow of the war of the Revolu- 
tion, Esther Sumner ‘Damon, cousin of 
Charles Sumner. For half a century she 
has subsisted on 40 cents a day, but un- 
der the provisions of a special act ap- 
proved Feb. 28 she will receive $24 a 
month. , 

Esther Sumner was born in Bridgewa- 
ter, Vt., Aug. 1, 1814 When she was 8 
years old her father met with a fatal ac- 
cident, leaving the family without re 
sources. Esther, by working out during 
the summers, saved a few dollars, which 
enabled her to attend the village school 
during the winter. At the age of 17 she 
taught a little school on the mountain in 
Plymouth Union. 


Marries Aged Soldier. 


She continued to direct her little flock 
until Noah Damon, an aged soldier of the 
Revolution, came to Plymouth Union on 
a visit and fell in love with her. Two 
weeks later, in 1834, they were married. 

Immediately after the wedding it de- 
veloped that Mr. Damon, instead of pos- 
sessing funds or froperty, could figure up 
only about $16.50. 

The bride, by rigid economy, had saved 
a small sum from her pay for teaching, but 
this did not last long. Mr. Damoy was 
unable to work, and the task of bread 
winning fell upon the shoulders of the girl 
bride. By accepting any kind of employ- 
ment and cultivating a garden mornings 
and evenings, she kept the wolf from the 
door. 


Husband Leaves Her. 


At the end of three years the young wife 
wearied of the struggle and suggested No 
her husband, who nad become helpiess, 
that he go to his daughter by a former 
wife, living in New Hampshire The vet- 
eran agreed to the proposition and left 
his .wife without show of resentment. He 
lived only two years after that, but during 
this time his wife bought clothes out of 
her earnings and sent them to him. 

Concerning her husband, who has been 
dead 67 years, Mrs. Damon can give little 
information. He was born in 1768, and at 
the age of 16 enlisted in a Massachusetts 
regiment and served five years. He partic- 
ipated in the battle of Long Island and oth- 
er important engagements. 

Mrs. Damon, a few years after the death 
of Mr. Damon, was granted a pension of 
$80 a year and this amount a score of 
years ago was increased to $12 a month. 

During her early widowhood Mrs. Damon 
had several offers of marriage, 
refused all proposals. 

Mrs. Damon is well preserved, although 
more than 90 years old. She is erect in car- 
riage, with a strong, intellectual face. She 
enjoys fair health.

éatly excited by an apparent raid upon 

orthern Securities on the cyrb and ru- 
mors affecting the relations of the two par- 
tles concoérned in Northern Pacific. 

One rumor was that Hill and Morgan had 
obtained control of the Union Pacific and 
were preparing to oust Harriman.

The notion got abroad—or was purposely 
set afloat--that those who failed to turn in 
their Northern Socurities stock before the 
closing of the books would lose their right 
io participate in the coming distribution of 
the arsets of the company. Thousands 
of shares were sold and stop-loss orders 
were uncovered which added to the weak- 
ness. ~ 
lt was probably:a shrewd and successful 
trick to dislodge the shares and buy them 
up at barguin-counter prices.

Corwin H. Spencer, Reputed Ally 
of Gates, Said to Have 
the Long End. © 


LIKELY TO END IN COURTS. 


Quality of Wheat Being. Held for 
Delivery Likely to Cause 
Complications. 


A deal of no mean proportions is drawing 
to a close in the wheat option in St. Louis. 

Corwin H. Spencer is generally credited 
with being an ally of John W. Gates. who 
organized the clique who ere holding the 
long @nd—and apparénily the profit end— 
of the deal in May wheat on the Chicago 
Board of Trade. Mr. Spencer, associated 
with Thomas Akin, is reported to hold ’the 
long end of the local deal. It is said ‘that 


the local deal is almost certain to end-in- 


the courts over the quality of the wheat 
which is being held for delivery. 

The Chicago deal, according to those 
who have sold options on May delivery 
wheat and are unable to buy the rea) grain 
for delivery, will end in the courts if the 
Gates people try to force the price for 
settlement too high. 


Regan Buying. Last August. 

According to general belief; and facts 
are few in a wheat deal; the Gates crowd 
began buying wheat for May: delivery last 
August or before, when the price was. be- 
low 90 cents a bushel. Each bushel they 
bought by option, carried with it the 
promise of the seller to deliver to’ them a 
bushel of real wheat by 11:30 on the mern- 
ing of May 31, 195. Failure to do s0 car- 
ries with it an obligation onthe part of 
the seller to pay the difference. between 
the price made originally and. the price 
at the close of the market. 

The famous Leiter deal closed at near 
$1.80. If the Gates deal should close at 
the same price, it would mean that the 
sellers to Gates at 9 cents a bushel must 
pay to Gates and his supporters 90 cents 
for each bushel in default of not delivering 
the real wheat. 

The early reports of the Gates purchases 
Placed them at 30,000,000. Later reports fix 


the amount at 20,000,000. There is no check 
for these statements other than the word 
of the managers.

The first deliveries will be made May 1 
at the price quoted 6n My options that 
day. After the delivery Gates will have 
to pay the storage and insurance. .The ac- 
tual wheat will then be his. He must hold 
it until May 31, or it coula be delivered to 
him again. 

The present price of contract wheat in 
Chicago is $1.15% to $117 on. the Chicago 
market and $1.10 in St. Louls. The Chicago 
market grades wheat higher.than St. Louls 
and only the best wheat re can.get in 
there. The most of it must be cleaned over 
and polished. The expense of getting wheat 
to Chicago is about 4 cents a bushel. The 
May option in Chicago closed at $1.15%\%. 
This is generally expected to advance soon. 

The present values of wheat are regarded 
as speculative, as gauged by export value, 
the worth of wheat is not over 9 cents. 

Since the prospect of the close of the 
May deal in Chicago has advanced prices 
of wheat. the millers have refused to buy 
only when forced to. Flour based on the 
high priced wheat is a drug on the market 
and what flour mills thet are not shut 
down are running very light @nd the stocks 
of flour throughout the country are getting 
verv low. There is no prospect of rellef 
until the Gates wheat is released,.and that 
is uneertain. The speculators are Likely to 
buy July options again amd hold their stock 
of wheat until it matures at the end of 
July. The new crop will not be afrong in 
the market for the July option.

NEW RADIUM CURE 
CONQUERS. CANCER 


Discovery of Solvent of Mysteri- 
ous Element Is Attended by 
Marvelous Results. 


COST WILL BE NOMINAL

Experiment With Patient in Netv 
York Is Suocessful and As- 
tonishes Surgeons. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW. YORK, April 19.—Important ex- 
periments under way at Flower Hospital 
In this city indicate the discovery of an 
almost certain cure for cancer. This is 
a new and amazingly effective method in 

the application of radium. 

Wonderful things were expected of ra- 
dium. But complications that seemed end- 
less ard the work of so-called ‘fakers”’ 
cast & shadow over radium as a cure. 
Radium experiments halted at this stzege. 

Then Hugo Lieber, a noted chemist of 
this city, announced a discovery that held 
a wealth of promise. Mr. Lieber had suc- 
ceeded in dissolving radium, and the re- 
sulting solution exerted all the activity of 
the pure radium. 

The Flower hospital staff decided to give 
Mr. Lieber’s discovery a thorough trial. 

There was an old woman among the 
pottenta, woh was slowly dying of cancer 
nh an advanced stage that had attacked 
the instep of her left foot. At her time of 
life—82 years—an attempt to use the knife 
would ve meant certain death. Realiz- 
ing the almost hopeless character of her 
maiady, she eagerly consented to undergo 
the experimental treatment. 

Two weeks ago she received her first test 
with the solution, or coating, as it is tech- 
nically known. Six days later the erat 
tumor that menaced her life literally 
dropped off, showing the healthy flesh un- 
derneath. 

Dr. Harvey King. head of the Flower 
Hospital clinic, could scarcely credit his 
eyes. Dr. Willlam H. Dlieffenbach, who 
personaly directed the treatment. was 
equally amazed. But there was no disput- 
ing the facts. The bulk of the cancer had 

removed. lea¥ing a view of diséaséd 
tissue that is believed to present no 
obstacle to treatment. The treatment will 
be continued throughout the week, and ex- 
perts are practically unanimous in the 
opinion that within a comoearatively few

Other Danimente Will Be Made. 


Hugo Lieber was disinclined to talk, but 
consented to explain his important discov- 
ery. The Post-Dispatch reporter found him 
in his laboratory in West Broadway. 

“You see this?" said Mr. Lieber, holding 
up a little glass tube 2 inches long and a 
half inch in diameter. It was about one- 
third full of a yellowish powder. 

“That powder is radium. It is the largest 
individual importation made to this country 
and cost $12,000. 

“Now look at thic.’’ he continued, dis- 
playing a thin rod of celluloid tipped an 
inch deép with what leoked like red paint. 
“That red substance is my new discovery. 
It ts a solution of radium, which in direct 
contact with the diseased tissues gives all 
the activity of pure radium.”’ 

Turning to an electroscope, Mr. Lieber re- 
peated for the reporter's benefit the ex- 
periment with which he convinced scientists 
on the initial announcement of his discov- 
ery.. This experiment measures the activ- 
ity of radium, and the record made by the 
little, red-tipped celluloid rod was far great- 
er than that made by the tube of pure ra- 
dium worth $12,000. The cost of the red- 
tipped rod ie only $%, and the radium solv- 
ent upon it le indestructible. 

Pure radium is about the scarcest thing 
in the world and the most expensive. None 
but the very rich people could hope to bene- 
fit by its wonderful power. Lieber's dis- 
covery promises to put it within the reach 
of rich and poor alike. 


GERMANS QUTLIVE AMERICANS 


Statistics Proving Assertion Are 
Presented to Congress of Med- 
icine at Wiesbaden. 


WIBESBADEN, April 19.—‘“‘Americans are 
shorter-lived than Germans,”’’ was the con- 
clusion reached by Dr. B. Laquer in his 
paper on “Social Hygiene in the Uniied 
States,’’ submitted toady to the Congress 
of medicine now in session here. 

“Although more temperate in the use of 
alcoho] than_the Germans and working an 
ayerage of per cent shorter hours, the 
Americans are.’ said Dr. uer, “‘ex- 
hausted earlier in life.’ 

The doctor ere these figures for each 
thousand of the population: The number 
of persons from 4 to © years of age is 
in Germany 179, in America 170; persons 
over 6. in Germany. 78: America, 6. 

Dr. Laquer did not undertake to exp’ain 
the facts. He simpl ve them as the 
result of inauiries which he made during 
a visit to the United States in 1904.

NDBW YORK, April 19.—This city has a 
“gas trust’ which is being investigated by 


a legislative committee. Astounding evi- 
dence has been brought out. Concerning 
it the World says: “An expert testified 


how the trust increases the pressure on 
its mains to drive poor gas faster through 
the meters and rob the citizens and the 
city. Most amazing of all, the chief en- 
gineer of the trust corroroborated this tes- 
timony so far as the pressure ig con- 
cerned. ' 

“Even while public attention is centered 
upon the gas trust extortion, it is ranging 
itself with the grocer who has powdered 
talc in the flour he sells, with the milk 
poisonous, who slaughter babies, Ite ‘re- 
spectable’ directors not only swindle by 
false measures, but they menace life. A 
gas jet turned low at high pressure flickers 
out when the pressure is reduced at night 
and may fill a bedroom. 

“What would a  oprivate corporation, 
served by a capable executive, do if con- 
fronted by such extortion in a matter 
absolutely within its control? The city is 
or should be a business corporation.” 


‘We refuse to believe that Gen. Charles 
Henry Grosvenor, who has represented the 
Eleventh Ohio distriet for 20 years, can- 
not be renominated and re-elected to the 
Sixth Congress,” says the Sun. “We 
con conceive of Gen. Grosvenor without 
the House of Representatives, but who 
can think of it without Gen. Grosvenor? 


‘“According to the story, 3 out of & 


Republican committeemen in the general's 
home county are opposed to him and will 
select delegates to the co nal con- 
vention who will turn him wn.

COST OF COLLEGE SPORT. 


A first-class football team is as costly a 
matter as an up-to-date racing stable, or a 
fair-sized yacht, writes Ralph D. Paine in 
April Outing. In order to place ll young 
men in the field against Princeton and 
Harvard last autumn $26,996.06 was sperit, 
or more than $2000 a head. To fit eight 
youths to row against Harvard, a test of 
20 minutes, cost Yale $16,426.85, or $2000 a 
head, not counting the coxswain. This is 
boat-racing at a cost of the best part of 
a thousand doHars a minute. 

The football men were equipped with the 
greatest possible care. Their shoes alone 
cost $1189. Uniforms and the armor of the 
football warrior cost $3,735.52, or nearly a 
hundred dollars for each of the squad. 
Hotel bills and meals away from training 
table cost $5,360.42. Carriage hire, $74. The 
basebal] squad required $2,378.18 worth of 
merchandise and sporting goods, or about 
$100 worth of uniforms and shoes per man. 

Twenty years ago Yale football cost $2,- 
792.36, and there were great elevens even 
in those days. 

In a recent year the Yale football squad 
was supplied with 200 footballs, 129 pairs of 


stockings, 437 elbow and shoulder pads, 70

RABIES “FATAL AFTER MONTHS 


New York Man Succumbs to Hy- 
drophobia Long After Be- 
ing Bitten by Dog. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Hydrophobia from 
a dog bite received several months ago has 
caused the death of Louis Ellwinge, 2 


years old, in the Orange County, New Jer- 
sey, hospital. 

Eliwinge was married seven months ago. 
Soon efterwards the dog, a small pup, was 
given him by a friend and while playing 
with it he was bitten on the cheek. The 
wound was disinfected, but not cayterized. 

Eliwinge became ill Sunday, when he no- 
ticed a difficulty !n swallowing water.

FIGHT HOUR LaW IS ATTACKED 


United States Supreme Court 
Asked to Decide Legality of 
Missouri Statute. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—The 
United States Supreme court has been 
called upon to decide thé :constitutionality 
of the eight-hour mining law emacted by 


the Missouri legislature in 1901. 

The case is that of H. J. Cantwell against 
the state of Missouri. It comes to the Su- 
preme court on a writ of error from the 
Missouri Supreme court, which sustained 

was 


the law. 

Cantwell resident of the Catherine 
Lead Co, in Ma:lison County and was con- 
victed on information that some of the 
miners had worked ten hours under con- 
tracts. In defense Cantwell’s attorneys at- 
tacked the law on the ground that it vio- 
lated the fourteenth amendment of the con- 
stitution, which guaruntees. the right to 
contract for 4abor.
